A CESSATION 


OF LABOR 


AT THE ROLLING MILL 


Caused By a Pailure to Pay Up at the Appoiat- 
ed Tims—The Cause of the Trouble as Nar- 
raed by Both Parties—The Recent 
Sale of the Mill Alluded to. 


Yesterday it was currently reported on the 
streets that the rolling mill employes had struck, 
and an investigation by a CoNsTITUTION repre- 
sentative disclosed a partial truth of the state 
ment. 

Repairing to the office ef the superintendent of 
the rolling miils the reporter sought an interview 
with thesuperiniendeat, from whom he learned 
thata portion of the hands had stopped work on 
Monday eve.ing, and thes are the causes: 

It has been the custom for some timé past to 
pay the empléyes on the first Saturday after the 
fifteenth of each month, but on account of the 
abseuce of Mr. Grant Wilk'ns, who was in New 
York attending to some business connected with 
the mills, the pay day this mouth passed without 
a liquidation of the claims of the employes, and 
it is for the purpose of securing their money, 80 
the strikers say, that they have stopped work. 

This statement Mr. Wilkins denies and gives 
his reason, which is as follows: 

Before he tuok charge of tne rolling mills, about 
eighteen mouths ago,it had been the habit to 


pay the men with orders to stores, but soon after 
he assumed Charge he began perfecting arrange- 
meé.ts whereby he could pay the men money 
rather than goods for heir labor. As the pay 
rulis were terribly behiud, sometimes as muchas 
four months, it took quite a time to accompileh 
his purpode, but finally all old debts due the em- 
ployes were paid anda regular monthly pay day 
established, but iu mnuamivg the pay day Mr, W1:l- 
kius reserved to himself the power of changing 
the same. 

For several months past the pay-rolis have 
been fully and prompt.y paid at the sp-cified 
um and no thought ur any truuvle was enter- 
tained by the managers of tne mills, Just be- 
fore the present pay day arrived Mr Wilkins 
weut north, leaving his cierk in cuarge of the 
business, At the time he left AUanta he expected 
vo be bavk befure the pay aay arrived, but unfor- 
tuLuately wis detained. 
he ascertained that it 
iupossibie tur him Ww return he telegraphed 
his clerk, telling bim chat the pay-roil would be 
Inet 48 $v0N as he gut back, ald as 16 Ouelu t+ 
lauta had the power to pay tue debts of the firm, 
there was ho choice bul to wait. 

When Mr. wiikins returned he found that his 
clerk h.d been inaiteutive to his duties, and h 
not prepared the pay-roil; cousequeuily it was 
impossibie to pay the employes. However, he 
instrucied him tu make out the roll at once, but 
before the roll was finished, a deputation of {lie 
American amalgamated iron and steel workers 

Mr. W.lkins aud demanded 
to be informed when they 
would he paid. Mr, Wilkins told them that 
he could not say just wheu he could pay them, 
as the roll had uot been wade vut, but that he 
would give them ample uotice of the time, and 
aut the same time assured them that the mouey 
was in the bank with which wl pay them. 

Lhis did not satisfy the committee and they no- 
tified Mr. Wiikius that unle s paid on Monday 
evening that taey would quit work. 

Wiikins says he thuught their demands un- 
fair, and declined submitting to their dictates;
